Many reports 
referred to lights left unconcenled 
during the period of total extinguish- 
ment. One informant declared that 
a light was visible in Government 
House during this perjod.

Aims And V Work Of 
The Co-operatives: 


. Tho origin, work and aims’ of the Chinese Industrial Co- 
operatives were dealt with by Miss Ida Pruitt, who is associated 
with the movement, in a talk given to the Y's Men’s Club at their 
weekly luncheon at the St. Francis Hotel yesterday. Tho meeting 
-was presided over by Mr. S. B. Tan: (Vice-President). 


Miss Pruitt sald: 

China's coastal’ and river city in- 
dustry haa been destroyed. 90 per 
cent. of the whole of China's modern 
industry British trade is belng block- 
aded, British boats sail up and 
down the const with the red show- 
ing on thelr hulls every trip. The 
ports are closed. The Yangtse river 
curries Japanese boats only, loaded 
with so-called “war-materials.” 

The Japancse’: aro right. Cotton 
cloth, shoes, flash Ughts, soap, ma- 
chinery, chemicals, ote, are’ war 
materials, The - people must have 
them to Ive and the’ soldiers must 
have them to fight. 

‘The local shop keepers in the oc-. 
cupied citles are forced to stock Ja- 
panese goods. They must live. They 
send the goods through to the back 
country, They permeate. By cara- 
vans of camels and mule carts in the 
north, by rivers and trucks in the 
south the goods go in. The people 
and the armies must have clothes 
and shoes and goods, We all know 
how _diMicult it is to tell what goods 
are Japanese manufactured and what 
are Chinese and what are imported 
from abroad. How can the people 
in the {nterlor tell? And how can 
they use the power of discrimination 
if there are no other ‘goods to buy? 
The first need of man is food. But 
second to that fs clothing and third 
is the stuff he needs for dally lfe 
and occupation, : 


No Medical Supplies 

Daily we get storics from the 
interlor, the doctors have not enough 
gauze, bandages, sheets, blankets, to 
say nothing of medicines and instru- 
ments, The soldiers have not cnough 
cloth for their uniforms, They need 
shocs, The people have not cnough 
goods of dally necessity. All havo 
heard storles of the price of soap, of 
cotton cloth, of iron goods, jn the 
interior, And even at those high 
prices everything is bought, for goods 
people must have, - Friends from the 
interior look at tho shops in Hong- 


kong-and-say-that-thelr-frst-inatinc-- 


tive reaction {s, “why Isn't somebody 
buying?” The «surplus of goods in 
the ports arnozes them. 

It !3 unnecessary to speak to oa 
Rroup of business men obout national 
economy. That is a subject that is 
ever before them. 

The government has made gigantic 
efforts in moving the machincry from 
the river cities and is building fac- 
tories in the hinterland. This is all 
to the good, . 

But that ls not enough. The whole 
nation must produce !{f production Is 


At the 


to be anything like enough for the 
people and for this national economy, 
China has the people to do the work. 
Chino has the raw material to make 
Into the foods that are necded. This 
raw material’ and this man power 
should be mobilized for strengthening 
the nation and not ‘be allowed to 
disintegrate into hopeless and help- 
less refugee hordes, 


Organised ‘Last Year . 


It is to do thls very thing that the 
‘Chinese Industriat Co-operatives 
were organised in Hankow just about 
one year ago. Dr. H, H. Kung adopt- 
ed the plan and sct aside o sum of 
money for the start of the C.LC. 
With the encouragement of the 
Gencrallssimo's office and Madame 
Chiang, the work was actually start- 
ed in September of last year. Some 
of the very first groups of small in- 
dustrics were formed from cotton 
mills. Girls moved by Madame 
Chiong from Hankow to Shensi, 

Before: giving some history of the 
C.LC, and telling of its methods of 
worl, f want to tell of one of the 
great’ motives for starting the move- 
ment, Sixty million Chinese have 
been dislodged from their homes ‘and 
forced to seck livellhood in: other 
places, Among these ore some of 
China's finest industrial workers, 
many ore just human beings ‘who 
necd food, There are, desides, many 
hundreds of thousands who have not 
left their homes but who have found 
that thelr worl has left them. 

To give work to these people which 
shall support them and thelr families 
and at the same time incrense_ the 
wealth of the nation seemed the best 
kind of refugee relicf possible. 

Between o third and a half of the 
workers of the C.I.C, are refugees, 
people who have bcen forced to leave 
their homes. The others are local 
people whose work has left them. 
There are whole towns of refugees 
being organised into co-operatives 
but the usual policy is, to mix 
refugees _and_local_people_to-get_a 
quicker Integration with the nelgh- 
hourhood. 

There are five areas of work each 
with its own headquarters and with 
many depots. The first ene to be 
organised was jn Shensi and now 
there are between four and five 
hundred co-operatives operating in 
Shensl, and Kansu. I have not yet 
heard how many co-operatives there 
are in those areas. Due to difficulty 
of communications, mall. sometimes 
takes a month from a depot to Head- 
quarters, we cnn never at one time 
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have all the statistics. . 

The. second to be organised was 
in ‘south Kiangst and from the Head- 
quartera there depots in Fukicn, 
Kwangtung, and South Anhul are 
opera’ 

The third Headquarters is in Hunan 
taking In the Kwangsl work and the 
fourth is tho Sikong Headquarters 
which is with the Central Headquar- 
ters In Chungking ond there is an- 
other office in Yunnan, 


On Small Scale 


The industries are organised on a 
small scale for several reasons, With 
anywhere from seven to 200 members 
to a co-operative there is a natural 
unit, the size of group to which the 
people are accustomed. It is mnan- 
agenble for the people themsclves. 
It 1s easily housed, no praia build- 
ings need to de erected, and casily 
moved if the war comes too near. 

The co-operative form of of 
sonizatlon enables the groups to 
into prodtiction almost immediately 
and with a minimum of overhea 
for salaries on the part of the C.1.C. 
The factory equipment belonging to 
the workers, they care for it thems 
selves, and move [it themselves when 
needed—they can work what hours 
they liko os it is for themselves they 
are worling. One of their own 
number js the foreman, ‘elected “by 
themselves ond changed if. he does 
not prove satisfactory. 

‘The CLC. organizers teach the 
workmen how to run the meetings 
and carry out ‘the principles of co- 
operation, supervise them during the 
early periods and remain their 
counsellors, 

The C.I.C. engineers ore there to 
speed up production, They get hold 
of whatever machinery is available. 
Many epic stories are told of laking 
machinery from devastated areas back 
into the safq country. This !s ¢x- 
tremcly necessary as there must be 
machine shops in every section to 
make the smallest every day machines 
of production, The prime movers are 
according. to what the country has 
to-give in the way of power. In the 
northwest there is an iron foundry 
run by water power, In the south- 
east It is a charcoal burning onginc. 


. ; Productive Power 


The engincers also try to Increase 
the productive power of the local 
methods, In one place, the engineer 
put a plece of iron into n Jocal weav- 
ing. machine, instead of the wooden 
piece that-had been there and 50 
enabled the workman to do jn an 
hour what it had taken him o day 
before. In Kiangst they are plan- 
ning ball bearings for the big water 
wheels which frigate the ficilds and 
turn the slmple milling machinery. 
This—is—just—two-of-the-storles—for- 
which perhaps the most thriiling [8 
the speed up of the whole textile 
processes, the bringing in of the 
modern ways of spinning wool as 
well as cotton and the whole weav- 
Ing programme. 


There are over fifty different kinds 
of goods being made by co-operntives 
as well as mining of coal, #old, iron 
rete., and transport co-operatives. 

The goal of the C.LC. ts thirty 
thousand small Industrics golng be- 
fore the end of 1940. There are over 
a thousand now; we estimate about 
one thousand two hundred, The 
executive machinery has been set up 
to care for any amount of capital. 
There are now three’ schools for 
training co-operators ond more are 
needed. There {fs one co-operative 
hospital, there should be one in cach 


"Headquarters at Icast, with clinics in 


all depots. There are schools for the 
children and Mterary classes for the 
adults, 

We are asking the world to help 
China with this programme of 
schools and hospitals but most of oll 
we aro asking for help in forming 
new Industries, to put idle hands to 
work using idle material for the 
benefit of the people and the natlon. 

We are asking the world to help 
and it ts responding. 

The Chinese in the Phillppines 
have olready sent over $250,000 and 
a letter came yesterday saying that 
they have pledged one half million 
and apologising that they will take 
s0 long to raise It, perhaps n month 
or two. An Individual in Java hos 
sent $100,000, Singepore has pledg- 
ed $250,000. The British Co-opera- 
tive ore. rafsing Bds. 100,000. 
America 1s forming committees with 
whom I am going -to work in tho 
next few months. It is interesting to 
sco the enthusfastie ond gencrous 
support -of ‘the Chinese - overseas, 
much of which is from people of 
small incomes, in contrast to the, up 
to the present, comparatively weak 
support from, the const cities where 
much Chinese wealth is congregated. 

But we are also asking the Chine 
to back up this great programme 
refugee ‘relief and national 
bullding. ‘Now Is the time to 
money. into China, inlo production, 
Moncy put in riow will-go twice and 
three times as.far as money’ put Sn) 
next year.

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Depreciation Causes 
‘Much Confusion 


Canfon, July 27. 

The “daptedullen of of the national 
dollar has caused much corifusion in 
Canton, especially 
many different currencies in circula- 
tlon here. Recently notes issued by 
the former Municipal Bank of Canton 
were generally unaccepicd as: Iegal 
tender, while in a few Instances they 
were taken at a heavy discount. 


In sympathy with the drop in the 
national currency, the military yen 
has also depreciated in terms with 
thie Hongkong dollar, formerly quoted 
nround 185. One can row change 
Y200 for H.K, $100. Kwangtung Pro- 
vinclal Bank notes secm to command 
More confidence than the national 
dollar, formerly quoted at o. discount 
of about.20 per cent. in relation to 
the national currency, but the present 
discount is only about 12 per cent. ° 

It is learned that the Japanese 
authoritics have protested against 
Chinese moncy changers operating at 
Shameen os these usually quote a 
batter rate for the local currency and 
the military yen than the city sources, 
Whether it is true or not, tho fact 
remains that it’Js now almost Jm- 
possible to change military yen and 
local currencies in Shamceen. 

National and Kwangtung bank- 
notes, however, can be bought from 
forelgn banks, but is is understood 
that they do not handle military yen. 

Though it Is logical that these cur- 
rencies should depreciate In sympathy 
with the drop in the national dollar, 
in Shanghai and elsewhere “financial 
speculators” are blamed for the con- 
fusion, and it js sald that the authori- 
ties are endeavouring . to introduce 
some effective methods to checit thelr 
actlvitics.—Reuter,

If those men and that machinery are 
not moved now they will be lost.

Small machine shops 
to make other machinery, printing, 
weaving, stocking knitting, sugar re- 
fining, paper making, all need: more 
or Jess machinery. Then thero are ice 
those who cannot get macbinery, 
ng, mat making, straw hat ‘mak ne 
leather, carpentry, sewing, brick’ 
making,.transport. These are all co- 
operatives that are already formed 
and functioning. Tho $50,000 wanted 
now is for more of these and to put 
hundreds of men to work, which will 
support thousands of people, and 
strengthen the resistance immediate- 
Jy behind the fighting IIne.

of the public to accept the surcharged 
notes, the man on the street turned 
his nose up at the ten and 20 cent. 
fractional currency notes of the Can- 
ton JMunicipal Bank, Therefore, 
copper cents shot up in value. For 
long 20 of them had passed for a 
dime, but when the small-change 
notes became unusable it took only 
14 coppers to cqual ten cents, 

As there are not cnough Provincial 
Banie 10 and 20 notes sn circulation, 
and it is so bothersome having to pay 
smal!__bills_.in-copper—cents—theso- 
small Municipal notes came back Into 
use to-day. But larger denomination 
notes of the Municipal Bank are still 
not used in the city, 

The rush to turn one’s currency 
into Hongkong notes is over, with a 
resultant decrease in the exchange 
value of all colonial issues, n the 
19th ‘for .a $10 Hongkong note, one 
got $32 in local currency and $30 in 
Natlonal currency, but to-day these 
amounts have gone down to $29 and 
$28 respectively.

Burton started his last round with 
only a small gallery, and three putts 
at the frst hole did not augur well 
for his chances. The turning-polnt 
came at the seventh, where he played 
a fine approach and holed n putt of 
seven feet for a “birdie” three (one 
under par). He got a three at the 
elghth, holed from four yards for

Police Innovation To 
' Prevent. Evasion | 


To prevent evasion of the traMc 
regulation forbldding parking for a 
continuous period of more than two 
hours, a new device has been resort- 
ed-to.by the TraMfle Branch of the 
Hongkong Police Department. This 
is the numbering of the parking 
spaces in Pedder Street between 
Queen's Road and Des Voeux Road, 
Chater ‘Road between Pedder Street 
und Ice House Street, which are the 
Parking places governed by the two- 
hour restriction, :

BUDAPEST, July 28. 
_ LATEST findings by oil- 
prospecting agencies in Hungary 
have led interested quarters to 
believe that this country may 
goon become an important oil- 
producer in Europe. 

Germany, who is paying great 
attention {fo the development of 
Hungarian economic resources 
following with sustalned interest the 
exploitation projects launched by an 
American company at the Nagykan- 
isza flelds.

Explaining the Japanese request, 
Mr. S. Katoh chief Japanese’ delegate 
to the round-table talks, stressed the 
necessity of banning circulation of 
the old’ Chinese currency In .the 
Jupanese-occupied area in view of 
cconomic reconstruction - and the 
maintenance of peace and order. 


Sir Robert Craigie, the British 
Ambassador, pointed out that it 
would be dificult to comply with the 
Japanese request Immediately tn 
view of the fact that the legal tender 
at issue is the currency still re- 
copnized by the British Government 
in China, und the British Govern- 
ment have hitherto supported it. 


Two-Hours’ Talk 


Discussion of the currency mea- 
sure took place malnly between 
Minister Kato and 9 Ambassador 
Craigie for obout two hours yester- 
day afternoon but no agreement was 
reached, The problem will be fur- 
ther discussed between the Japanese 
and Bri delegates lo-day. - 

Aa the’ British delegates charac- 
terize the currency problem as a 
matter of principle, discussion of the 
problem will be made at the round- 
table conference instead of referring 
it to a committee of experts.
